| Florida growers, meanwhile, have 
| appealed to-their representatives in 
| Congress for an increase of 200,000 
| tons in the sugar marketing quota 
for cane sugar producers. Growers 
say they cannot get financing or 
make long-range plans for expan- 
sion without larger fixed quotas. 

Louisiana has been producing 
| about 425,000 tons of sugar per 
| vear recently, and Florida has pro- 
| duced approximately 150,000 tons.

According.To Survey 


The 1959 Census of Agriculture 
counted 527 farms in Palm Beach 
County, accordinig to a prelimi- 
nary report just issued by the Bu- 
reau of the Census, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Total land in 
farms was 372,408 acres. The aver- 
age size of farm was 706.7 acres. 
The average value of farms (land 
and buildings) in the county was 
$189,309. 

Of the county's farm operators, 
297 owned their farms, 67 owned 
part of the land and rented addi- 
tional acreage, and 107 were tenant 
farmers. 

‘The average age.of farm opera- 
tors in the county was 49.2 years. 
| There were 63 farm operators 65 
or more years of age. 

Of the 527 farms in the county, 


tho |455 were commercial farms. 


Detailed statistics on crops, live- 
| stock, equipment, etc, are present- 
ed in the preliminary report, with 
comparable statistics for 1954.

Unemployment Pay 
Up In December ° 


TALLAHASSEE — Unemploy- 
ment insurance payments to eligi- 
ble jobless workers took a contra- 
seasonal increase in December, 
climbing $206,121 to total $3,017, 
359, reports State Industrial Com- 
mission Chairman Worley Brown. 
Brown said payments showed in- 
creases in 25 urban centers and de- 
‘creases in seven. 
“Payments in December went up 
when they usually come down,” 
Brown said. “There was some, in- 
crease in unemployment in con- 
structión and related manufactur- 
ing industries producing building 
products," he said, "to account in 
part for the increased payments." 

The increase was only the second 
time since the end of World Waz 
II that unemployment insürance 
payments have risen from Novem- 
ber to December. They did the same 
in 1959. 4
